our home. I have really enjoyed serving with you* in fact those 
tisses are so^ie of the choicest experiences I have ever had. 

It is with a very heavy heart, and much sorrow that I have 
to inform you that I will not be able to serve on your Vaad Badge 
course. In fact it looks like I will be unable to serve in any 
Scouting capacity. About a week ago I received a letter from 
Harvey Xortensen stating that my membership in the BSA should be 
terminated. The reason that he expressed is that I do "na*t meet 
the high standards of membership which the BSA seeks to provide 
far African youth" . There is a good possibility that I will 
serve some time in prison. I am just getting started in a mental 
hea 1th pr a gr a jh , 

A few years ago I was feeling very low, and not accepted by 
anyone. On a scale of 1 to 10 my self esteem was a 0. I was 
willing to da anything to be accepted by someone, and to be 
important to them. In my profession as an auto mechanic I was 
doing poorly, making less money than ever before. In Church an 
Sundays someone would always say something to make me aware that 
I should be married, and they have this great friend or relative 
they would like me to meet. I know that their intentions were 
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goad, but it still bad a had effect on me. Along comes one of my 




A boys that shows me he really cares about me. 



Later he beco:mes one of my Scouts. Ve became goad friends. I felt 
like he was the only one in the whole world that really cared 
about me. I really cared about him. We would do many things 
together Hire patch trading, help with homework, attend church, 
sports of all kinds, karate, and all kinds of goad and wholesome 
things including scouting. Things started changing when he would 
want to stay at my place overnight, I would let him stay if he 
had permission to stay. I lost control and got into a really 
badly twisted relationship* A few months later I was able to get 
control of my self and discontinue the improper things that were 
happening, but it was too late. I had destroyed a child's life. 

3faw it is a few years later. I disclosed the details of my 
actions to my Bishop, and then to my Stake President just prior 
to our Temple marriage. Ve worked through the Spiritual 
repentance process, before our wedding. I feel that my Heavenly 
Father has forgiven me, but I still have to work through the 
civil repentance process. Both me and the bay are getting sase 
professional counseling- The details have been voluntarily 
disclosed to the police who are taking action at this time. 3a 
charges have been filed against me yet, but they will be soon. I 
assume that the pol ice are the ones that talked to the Scout 
office about the situation, which resulted in the letter I got 
from Harvey Mortansen. 

It was really out of character for me to sexually abuse him, 
I really love this young man, and I find it difficult to believe 




that I was capable of doing that. I have made a promise ta my 
Heavenly Father that it would, never happen again, and I fully 
intend to jceep that promise. The cohorts need to be stits that it 
will never happen again, sa I will be involved in whatever 
program the judge feels is appropriate. 

I hope and pray that the decision that Harvey made is not a 
permanent one, I love the feeling ox serving in Scant ing, and 
especially in Vaad Badge- I would hope that the BSA would be 
forgiving when they are sure that nothing inappropriate would 
happen again. If there is any way possible, I would liie to have 
jny membership in the BSA reinstated (sometime in the future) . 
Brent, I would really appreciate your faith and prayers as we go 
through these times ax sore trials. EUmm« F] and 1 both need to 
be strengthened spiritually, emotionally and physically far the 
things which are to coone. 

It is difficult to tell you of these things because they 
will disappoint you and others. I am really sorry that they ever 
happened. If I had one wish it would be do things over again 
without the inappropriate behavior. You have been such a goad 
example and a goad friend ta me. Thank you far all that you have 
done. I really hope that we will be able ta remain friends in 
brotherhood and scouting.
